To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hambledon  Rural 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1956. 

The  population  shows  a further  increase  of  344,  or  approxi- 
mately 1 per  cent.,  being  33,740,  as  compared  with  33,400  in  1955. 
The  number  of  deaths,  356,  is  about  the  same,  giving  the  same 
rather  low  death  rate,  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mor- 
tality figure  is  extremely  satisfactory,  as  it  generally  is,  being  the 
remarkably  low  one  of  nine  deaths  per  thousand  births.  The 
figures  for  birth  and  death  rates  are  now  being  corrected  by  the 
Registrar  General,  not  only  as  if  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
population  were  in  the  same  proportions  as  for  the  country  as  a 
whole,  but  also  taking  into  account,  for  the  first  time  this  year, 
residential  institutions  in  each  area. 

The  number  of  deaths  through  influenza  and  chest  illnesses 
has  noticeably  increased,  being  three  times  that  of  the  previous 
year.  Deaths  from  tuberculosis  were  the  same  as  in  1955,  i.e.,  5; 
the  figure  has  fallen,  though  not  uninterruptedly,  since  1947,  and 
appears  to  be  running  now  at  a lower  level  than  ever  before.  The 
number  of  notifications  has  not,  on  the  whole,  diminished  in  a 
similar  fashion,  possibly  due  to  better  diagnosis  of  early  cases 
through  mass  miniature  X-rays  and  similar  investigations.  How- 
ever, since  1954  the  notifications  have  continued  to  diminish.  This 
is  a trend  that  has  been  noticeable  throughout  the  county  and, 
indeed,  throughout  the  country  as  a whole;  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
continue. 

There  is  nothing  meriting  special  comment  in  the  figures  for 
infectious  diseases.  The  diphtheria  immunisation  figures  continue 
satisfactory,  and  there  has  been  no  case  of  diphtheria  in  the  dis- 
trict for  eight  years.  The  scheme  for  inoculation  against  whooping 
cough  appears  to  be  gathering  weight,  more  and  more  children 
being  protected  each  year.  We  have  not  had  an  epidemic  of 
whooping  cough  for  three  years,  and  it  is  very  striking  to  observe 
how  children  who  have  been  protected  earlier  in  life  suffer  from 
very  mild  forms  of  the  disease,  even  when  other  members  of  the 
family,  who  have  not  been  protected,  are  severely  affected. 
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Good  progress  has  been  made  with  the  Elstead  sewerage 
scheme,  and  properties  are  now  being  connected.  Unfortunately 
we  are  no  farther  ahead  with  the  Churt  and  Hindhead  scheme,  and 
it  becomes  more  urgent  with  the  passing  years. 

I wish  to  give  very  special  thanks  to  Dr.  Pollock  and  the  staff 
for  very  loyal  and  generous  help  during  an  especially  difficult  year, 
when  I was  myself  absent  for  a long  period  with  illness,  and  to  the 
Council  for  their  understanding  and  sympathy.

TILLINGBOURNE  VALLEY  MOBILE  PHYSIOTHERAPY 
SERVICE. 

The  excellent  work  done  by  this  service  continues,  and  during 
the  year  a new  van  was  obtained,  more  satisfactory  than  the  older 
one,  and  facilitating  the  work.  The  value  of  the  work,  particularly 
for  old  people,  cannot  be  over-estimated,  and  practically  all  that 
part  of  the  work  is  done  without  payment. 

The  scheme  has  no  official  support,  and  is  dependent  on  volun- 
tary subscriptions  and  donations  to  make  up  the  deficit,  which 
increases  each  year,  the  charges  covering  only  about  one-third  of 
the  total.  One  would  like  to  see  this  service  extended,  particularly, 
perhaps,  in  the  Cranleigh /Ewhurst  area,  but  the  present  Physio- 
therapist is  fully  occupied. 

During  1956,  117  new  patients  were  added  to  the  books,  1,551 
treatments  being  given.  About  60  per  cent,  of  the  cases  are  people 
over  65  years  of  age,  suffering  from  arthritic  conditions,  and  strokes 
with  varying  degrees  of  paralysis.  There  are  always  patients  under 
treatment  for  fibrositis,  lumbago  and  sciatica,  and  occasionally 
fractures  and  deformities,  these  usually  having  been  transferred 
from  hospital. 
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MORTUARIES. 

The  following  mortuaries  serve  the  District: 

Farnham  ...  (serving  the  parishes  of  Dockenfield,  Elstead, 

Churt,  Thursley,  Witley,  Frensham  and  Til- 
ford)  to  which  4 bodies  were  removed  during 
1956. 

Milford  Chest 

Hospital...  (serving  the  rest  of  the  District). 

The  arrangement  made  towards  the  end  of  last  year  for  the 
use  of  this  mortuary  works  extremely  well.  It  is  a most  satisfactory 
arrangement,  and  we  are  grateful  to  the  Hospital  Management 
Committee  for  permitting  it.  During  1956,  29  bodies  were  admitted 
from  the  Hambledon  Rural  District. 

The  old  Cranleigh  Mortuary  has  not  been  used,  and  there 
would  appear  to  be  no  reason  for  retaining  it  as  a mortuary. 

The  basing  of  public  mortuaries  in  hospitals  seems  to  be  a very 
proper  and  reasonable  procedure,  and  the  co-operation  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  Hospital  Management  Committee 
is  greatly  appreciated.  A hospital  is  usually  centrally  placed,  and 
has  good  access  roads.  The  pathologists  also  are  accustomed 
to  work  in  hospitals.  From  every  point  of  view  it  seems  a most 
economical  and  most  convenient  arrangement  to  have  all  post- 
mortem bodies  dealt  with  in  the  convenient  hospital  mortuary,  and 
to  have,  if  necessary,  some  outside  mortuary,  not  equipped  for 
post-mortem  work,  for  the  reception  of  all  other  bodies. 

CARE  OF  THE  AGED  AND  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT, 
1948,  SECTION  47. 

The  care  of  old  people  is  becoming  one  of  the  major  problems 
of  the  present  day.  As  the  slum  clearance  programme  proceeds 
more  and  more  old  people  will  be  affected,  since  many  of  them  live 
in  old,  unsatisfactory  dwellings.  Very  great  care  is  needed  in 
arranging  their  removal  to  new  houses.  They  do  not  stand  the 
upset  of  removal  very  well:  the  loss  of  routine,  of  familiar  sur- 
roundings and  near  neighbours  is  keenly  felt. 

In  these  matters  the  assistance  of  voluntary  organisations,  can 
be  very  considerable.  There  is  an  enormous  amount  of  voluntary 
help  available,  both  on  a county  level  and  by  local  arrangements. 
There  is  still  need  for  closer  co-operation  of  all  the  voluntary  help; 
so  often  one  finds  aged  persons  in  need  of  help  and  quite  unaware 
that  it  can  be  obtained  for  the  asking. 

The  difficulties  are  probably  greater  in  the  country  districts 
than  they  are  in  towns,  because  of  the  more  sparse  population  and 
the  risk  of  isolating  old  people,  who  do  not  make  new  friends 
easily.

Among  the  voluntary  organisations  who  may  visit  old  people 
there  are  the  local  voluntary  bodies  such  as  Old  People's  Welfare 
Committees,  the  Darby  and  Joan  Clubs,  local  activities  run  by  the 
British  Red  Cross  and  St.  John,  and  in  addition  there  may  be  the 
Welfare  Officer,  the  Geriatric  Social  Worker,  officers  from  the  Hous- 
ing Department,  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Visiting  Nurse  from  the 
Public  Health  Department,  the  Health  Visitor  and,  in  times  of 
sickness,  the  District  Nurse.  Co-operation  is  obviously  very  neces- 
sary to  avoid  over-visiting,  which  may  be  as  bad  for  the  old  people 
as  insufficient  visiting. 

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 

Under  Section  50  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the 
local  authority  is  responsible  for  securing  the  burial  or  cremation 
of  the  body  of  any  person  who  has  died,  or  has  been  found  dead, 
in  their  area,  where  no  suitable  arrangements  are  made  by  any 
other  person.  During  1956,  one  case  was  so  dealt  with  in  this 
District. 


FIRST  AID  SERVICE  AT  FRENSHAM  POND. 

A tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  voluntary  work  of  the  members 
of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  who  provide  the  First  Aid  service 
at  Frensham  Pond.  This  is  an  arduous  and  even  thankless  task 
involving  the  sacrifice  of  much  leisure,  and,  since  the  workers  come 
from  considerable  distances — -from  Farnham,  Witley,  Dunsfold  and 
Godaiming,  for  example — involves  much  travelling.  The  services 
are  called  for,  on  occasion,  to  Frensham  Little  Pond  also.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Water  analyses  have  been  continued  on  the  usual  routine. 
There  are  no  changes  of  note  to  record.  Shortages  continue,  par- 
ticularly on  the  extremities  of  the  mains,  as  does  the  difficulty  with 
the  iron-saturated  water  derived  from  the  Ockford  source  of  the 
Godaiming  supply.  It  is  hoped  that  these  difficulties  will  be  removed 
m the  very  near  future.  Complaints  are  quite  frequent  and,  as  a 
rule,  justified. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Cesspools.— The  number  of  cesspools,  and  the  demands  on 
the  cesspool-emptying  service,  continue  to  increase.  Many  of  the 
new  houses  being  built  are  equipped  for  cesspools,  and  generally 
occupiers  demand  the  emptying  four  times  a year  to  which  they 
are,  by  the  Council  s resolution,  entitled  even  if  it  is  not  necessary. 

Ihe  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  continues  partly  into  sewers 
and  partly  by  tipping  on  selected  sites,  and  no  complaints  have 
been  received.  Further  details  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

No  progress  appears  to  have  been  made  over  the  drainage  to 
Cnurt  and  Tilford.  These  two  areas,  with  special  emphasis  on 
Churt,  are  the  most  urgent,  indeed  the  only  urgent  localities  in  the 
District,  which  are  crying  out  for  main  drainage. 

Elstead  Sewerage  Scheme.— Good  progress  is  being  made:  the 

sewage  works  is  completed,  and  Part  i of  the  sewerage  scheme  is 
complete  and  connection  of  houses  to  the  sewers  has  been  com- 
menced. It  is  hoped  that  Part  2 will  be  completed  during  1957. 

The  small  sewage  disposal  works  at  Council  housing  estates 
are  visited  from  time  to  time.  Despite  the  obvious  difficulties  from 
fluctuations  m the  flow  in  such  small  works,  they  function  satis- 
factorily and  give  very  little  trouble.  A list  of  them  is  given 
below:

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MOSQUITOES:  Bramley  and  Shalford. 

It  is  understood  that  the  modernisation  of  the  Godaiming 
Sewage  Works  progressed  during  the  year.  At  any  rate  no  com- 
plaints were  received  of  mosquitoes.  This  is  the  first  year  for  a 
very  long  period  that  I can  remember  receiving  no  complaints. 
The  season,  perhaps,  was  not  as  conducive  to  mosquito  breeding 
as  some  have  been.  It  is  hoped  that  this  trouble  is  at  an  end  with 
the  abolition  of  the  sewage  farm. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  6 licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  3 of  them  in 
regular  use.  They  are  inspected  regularly,  and  the  conditions  are 
satisfactory. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  cases  of  pollution  came  to  our  notice  during  the  year. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 
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HOUSING 

The  rate  of  building  of  new  houses,  both  by  the  Council  and 
by  private  enterprise,  is  diminishing.  More  houses  are  being  built 
suitable  for  old  people  or  childless  couples.  Special  consideration 
is  given  to  applicants  for  Council  houses  where  there  are  special 
health  considerations,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  can  allo- 
cate up  to  io  “ points,’'  which  is  at  least  sufficient  to  ensure  that 
very  special  consideration  is  given  to  cases  of  tuberculosis  and 
other  health  conditions. 

1956  was  the  first  year  of  the  5-year  programme  for  abolition 
of  the  worst  slums  in  the  District.  It  should  be  observed  that  the 
completion  of  the  5-year  programme  will  not  eliminate  all  bad 
houses.  Deterioration  is  a constant  process,  and  at  the  end  of  five 
years  more  houses  will  have  deteriorated  so  far  as  to  be  unfit  for 
habitation.  This  will  continue  so  long  as  owners  cannot  obtain  a 
proper  rent  from  property  sufficient  to  maintain  it  in  good  repair. 

Under  the  question  of  demolition,  there  are  a great  many 
houses  in  the  District  not  up  to  modern  standards — houses  without 
hot  water,  without  baths,  with  primitive  sanitation  and  so  on. 
However,  it  is  satisfactory  that  the  worst  of  the  houses  throughout 
the  District  will  be  abolished,  and  satisfactory  progress  was  made 
during  the  first  year. 


SLUM  CLEARANCE. 

The  number  of  houses  originally  included  in  the  programme 
for  demolition  during  the  five  years  commencing  September  1st, 
1955,  was  121.

Huts  at  Dunsfold  Aerodrome,  Laurentide  Camp,  Witley,  and 

Tweedsmuir  Camp,  Thursley.-The  very  unsatisfactory  housing 
accommodation  in  the  former  R.A.F.  huts  at  Dunsfold  had  been 
almost  eliminated  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  there  are  now  only 
4 families  remaining  there.  The  number  at  Laurentide  Camp  too 
has  been  reduced  very  considerably,  and  there  are  now  only  12 
tamilies  and  three  single  persons  there.

Conditions  generally  have  improved  very 
substantially  over  the  past  few  years:  the  communal  dormitory  his 
been  abolished,  and  now  each  family  has  its  own  room  Cooking 
stoves  are  shared  between  2 families';  but  the  general  hygiele  aid 
cleanliness  of  the  rooms  have  been  immeasurably  improved— a 
great  tribute  to  the  Social  Worker,  who  has  persuaded  the  women 
to  do  so  much  for  themselves.

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During  the  year  the  usual  trouble  with  infectious  diseases  oc- 
curred, perhaps  rather  less  than  in  some  years.  There  were  30 
cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  in  the  early  months  of  the  year,  and,  of 
course,  the  usual  batch  of  carriers  who  did  not  themselves  suffer 
but  were  nevertheless  infectious.  There  was  at  this  time  great 
difficulty  in  improving  the  standards  of  hygiene,  which  had  sunk 
very  low. 

Sonne  dysentery  occurred  again  in  July,  when  also  there  was 
whooping  cough.  In  November,  an  outbreak  of  infectious  sore 
throats  due  to  haemolytic  streptococci  gave  some  trouble,  and  there 
was  an  infection  of  giardia  lamblia  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

All  these  outbreaks  mean,  of  course,  each  time  a considerable 
spell  in  quarantine,  when  the  accommodation  of  the  Hambledon 
Homes  is  not  available  for  fresh  cases. 

Movable  Dwellings. — During  the  year  82  applications  were 
received  to  site  movable  dwellings.  Four  were  refused,  and  licences 
were  issued  for  a period  of  twelve  months  in  respect  of  77  caravans 
and  1 caravan  site  for  9 caravans.

Details  of  food  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption 
or  sent  into  the  District  for  animal  feeding  only  are  given  in  the 
Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955. 

These  Regulations  are  a serious  and  comprehensive  attempt  to 
raise  general  standards  of  hygiene  throughout  the  whole  range  of 
food  handling  and  preparation.  They  cover,  broadly,  food  at  all 
stages,  except  milk  and  cream,  i.e.,  preparation,  transport,  sale, 
wrapping  and  delivery,  and  require,  for  the  first  time,  systematic 
inspection  of  all  premises  where  food  is  prepared  for  consumption 
or  exposed  for  sale.  They  apply,  amongst  other  places,  to  cafes, 
hotels,  restaurants,  mobile  canteens  and  every  place  where  food  is 
sold  or  served,  but  slaughterhouses,  warehouses  and  cold  stores  are 
excluded. 

The  Regulations  came  into  force  on  ist  January,  but  an  addi- 
tional period  of  six  months  to  ist  July  was  allowed  where  struc- 
tural alterations  were  required. 


FRESH  CREAM. 

There  are  no  standards  laid  down  for  cream,  and  of  course 
there  are  many  different  ways  of  preparing  it  for  sale,  for  example 
it  may  be  pasteurised  after  separation,  or  separated  after  the  whole 
milk  is  pasteurised.  Samples  are  being  examined  for  the  presence  of 
faecal  coli,  in  order  to  get  a general  picture  of  the  standard.

GENERAL.  , . . , , 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  is  mainly  through 

the  reduction  in  measles  notification.  There  were  no  epidemics  or 
occurrences  of  special  note. 

Scarlet  fever  shows  a tendency  to  resume  its  older,  characteris- 
tic form,  with  fever,  typical  rash  and  tongue,  followed  by  profuse 
peeling  of  the  skin.  Several  cases  have  been  seen  more  typical  than 
for  many  years  past.  There  are  still  a great  many  infectious  sore 
throats  caused  by  the  same  infection — the  haemolytic  streptococcus 

but  not  accompanied  by  the  other  characteristic  signs  of  scar  et 

fever.  The  widespread  epidemic  of  sore  throats  in  the  early  spring 

was  of  this  nature.

POLIOMYELITIS. 

Six  cases  were  notified,  as  against  7 in  the  previous  year,  there 
being  virtually  no  reduction  despite  the  lack  of  summer  weather. 
Five  of  the  cases  were  paralytic, 'the  sixth  showing  no  paralysis. 

One  series  of  cases  was  reported,  indicating  the  infectious 
nature  of  this  disease,  which  is  not  fully  appreciated  by  the  public 
even  yet.  A girl  of  16  was  ill  with  symptoms  of  pain  and  stiffness 
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in  the  back  of  the  neck,  headache  and  nausea,  and  some  fever, 
iwo  days  later  she  developed  paralysis,  mainly  of  the  abdominai 
muscles,  and  was  removed  to  hospital.  Four  weeks  later  a middle- 
aged  man  some  miles  away  developed  a severe  illness  with  identical 
symptoms,  followed  rapidly  by  respiratory  paralysis  and  some  in- 
volvement of  the  limbs;  he  was  very  seriously  ill.  Enquiries  elicited 
the  fact  that  his  son  was  the  16-year-old  girl’s  fiance,  and  had  had 
symptoms  similar  to  the  girl’s  shortly  after  her  illness  but  so  mild 
as  to  be  ignored.  It  was  his  father  who  was  the  second  “case.” 
Virus  investigation  showed  the  presence  of  Virus  type  (i)  in  the 
girl  and  the  young  man,  although  it  was  not  isolated  from  the 
father.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  son  was  an  intermediate, 
imiecogmsed  case  and  that  he  passed  the  infection  on. 


PARATYPHOID  FEVER. 

A case  of  paratyphoid  B occurred  at  the  beginning  of  January 
(Jersey  strain).  No  possible  source  of  infection  could  be  ascer- 
tained, but  it  appeared  that  the  patient  sometimes  had  meals  in 

-London  when  shopping,  etc.  All  other  members  of  the  family  were 
clear  of  infection. 

Another  case,  though  perhaps  doubtful,  was  notified  at  Mun- 
s ead.  N°  source  of  infection  could  be  found,  but  here  again  there 
was  a history  of  the  patient  having  occasional  meals  in  London. 


H/EMORRHAGIC  JAUNDICE. 

V ! A at  Ewhurst  was  rePorted  by  a veterinary  surgeon  to  have 
died  of  haemorrhagic  jaundice.  This  is  the  third  case  reported  in 
the  past  8 years. . The  other  2 affected  humans:  the  first,  in  1040 
was  thought  possibly  to  be  associated  with  a dog-bite,  while  in  the 
second,  m 1951,  no  source  of  infection  could  be  defined.  In  the 
I95o  case  there  were  no  developments.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  IN  INSTITUTIONS. 

Little  Pond  House,  Tilford. — This  is  used  as  a hostel  by  the 
International  Help  for  Children.  Children  are  sent  for  country- 
holiday  stays  of  2 or  3 weeks,  principally  from  London,  but  at 
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times  also  from  abroad,  including  some  Polish  children.  Each 
batch  is  examined  as  it  arrives,  in  case  of  infectious  or  contagious 
disease.  Any  such  cases  are  either  returned  home  or  removed  to 
the  infectious  diseases  hospital. 

Nanhurst  Nursery,  Cranleigh. — This  is  a London  County 
Council  nursery.  Usually  it  is  remarkably  free  from  infectious 
troubles.  In  October,  io  cases  of  German  measles  occurred,  two  of 
them  developing  broncho-pneumonia,  and,  though  they  were  very 
ill,  they  did  recover.  All  cases  were  treated  in  Green  Lane 
Hospital. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred  in  this  District  for  the 
past  8 years.  Our  propaganda  reminding  the  public  of  the  neces- 
sity for  adequate  immunisation  against  the  disease  continues.  There 
was  a national  publicity  campaign  in  March  and  April,  and  a 
cinema  slide  was  shown  at  the  Regal  Cinema,  Cranleigh,  for  one 
week. 

The  number  of  children  under  5 years  who  are  immunised 
could  be  improved,  and  this  is  the  position  over  the  country  as  a 
whole.  It  is  hoped  that  parents  will  realise  the  necessity  for  this. 
It  is  regrettable  that  primary  immunisations  have  at  times  to  be 
performed  at  the  schools. 

The  percentage  of  children  immunised  in  the  schools  is.  excel- 
lent, and  only  falls  short  of  100  per  cent,  because  of  illness  or 
absence  from  school  of  some  children  on  the  day  the  school  is 
visited.

WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION. 

It  is  now  over  four  years  since  the  whooping  cough  immunisa- 
tion scheme  came  into  being,  and  the  percentage  of  children  treated 
is  steadily  increasing.  The  percentage  under  the  age  of  one  year 
immunised  has  risen  from  28.9  m ip55  fo  42.2  in  195b,  a much 
more  satisfactory  figure.  More  mothers  are  willing  to  accept 
whooping  cough  immunisation  if  it  is  combined  with  diphtheria 
immunisation,  so  reducing  the  number  of  injections  required. 

Every  " immunised  " child  who  develops  whooping  cough  is 
visited.  None  has  developed  whooping  cough  severely,  the  vast 
majority  of  cases  having  been  exceptionally  mild,  and  several  so 
mild  as  to  be  recognised  only  because  of  severe  whooping  cough 
in  other  untreated  members  of  the  same  family.  During  1956 
there  was  only  one  such  case  in  an  immunised  child  in  the  Hamble- 
don  Rural  District. 

The  main  value  of  whooping  cough  immunisation  is  in  the 
first  year  of  life,  and  it  should  be  given  as  early  as  possible.  The 
younger  the  sufferer  the  greater  the  danger  from  whooping  cough. 
No  effort  is  made  to  give  boosting  doses,  the  protection  given  by 
the  initial  course  of  treatment  being  considered  sufficient  to  carry 
the  child  through  until  it  is  old  enough  for  whooping  cough  to  be 
less  serious.

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 

A scheme  for  vaccination  of  children  against  poliomyelitis  com- 
menced this  year.  It  was  operated  during  the  months  of  May  and 
June  and  then  discontinued  for  the  duration  of  the  “ poliomyelitis 
season,”  being  resumed  again  on  December  ist.  It  was  originally 
intended  to  offer  vaccination  to  all  children  born  in  the  years  1947 
to  1954,  but  owing  to  shortage  of  the  vaccine  it  was  only  possible 
to  offer  it  to  children  born  in  the  months  of  March,  August  and 
November  of  those  years.  The  scheme  is  operated  by  the  County 
Council,  and  approximately  138  children  in  the  Hambledon  Rural 
District  completed  a course  of  treatment  during  1956.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  peak  of  tuberculosis  as  an  infectious  disease 
has  passed.  The  deaths  have,  on  the  whole,  been  diminishing 
since  1947.  though  the  number  of  cases  notified  remains  high,  no 
doubt  because  of  better  aids  to  diagnosis.  In  the  last  two  years 
the  number  of  new  notifications  has  been  diminishing,  not  only  in 
this  District  but  throughout  the  County  of  Surrey.  The  actual 
figures  remain  high  because  there  are  always  a number  of  cases 

who  come  to  live  in  Surrey  and  have  to  be  transferred  on  to  our 
register. 

The  need  for  prevention  of  spread  of  infection  from  known 
cases  remains  as  important  as  ever  it  did,  but  is  now  more  attain- 
able, thanks  to  modern  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment. 

It  was  reported  to  us  by  a veterinary  surgeon  that  a cat  had 
died  of  abdominal  and  generalised  tuberculosis.  The  cat  had  been 
a pet,  and  it  was  considered  advisable  to  examine  all  inmates  in 
case  of  spread  of  infection.  Though  no  laboratory  investigation 
was  made,  it  appeared  to  be  a bovine  infection. 

The  milk  supply  was  carefully  investigated,  and  seemed  to  be 
above  suspicion.  The  50-odd  boys  in  the  school  were  Mantoux- 
tesled;  n of  these  were  Mantoux-positive.  These  latter  were 
X-rayed,  but  none  showed  any  significant  abnormality.  The  medi- 
cal condition  of  the  cook  was  specially  investigated,  and  no  sus- 
picion of  tuberculosis  was  discovered.  Although  all  the  other 
members  of  the  staff  were  offered  X-ray,  none  took  advantage  of 
this;  all  were  in  excellent  physical  condition. 

This  incident  cleared  up  satisfactorily,  but  it  serves  as  a use- 
ful warning  that  domestic  animals  can  be  a source  of  danger. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination.— Under  the  County  Council  scheme  for 
B.C.G.  vaccination,  treatment  is  offered  to  every  child  between 

the  ages  of  13  and  14  years.  It  is  operated  through  the  County 
School  Medical  Service.

TUBERCULOSIS  CARE  COMMITTEE. 

During  the  year  1956-57  the  Care  Committee  held  three  meet- 
ings,  31  cases  being  reported  upon.  In  eight  cases  direct  assistance 
was  given,  involving  an  expenditure  of  £116  16s.  nd. 

The  provision  of  milk  is  arranged  by  the  County  Council 
Almoners.  In  special  cases  the  Care  Committee  is  consulted,  and 
they  may  recommend  a free  supply  of  milk  although  the  patient’s 
income  is  outside  the  normal  range  for  free  milk.  One  case  was 
so  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

The  Public  Health  Department  Nurse  made  34  visits  to  tuber- 
culosis cases  during  the  year. 

The  Christmas  Seals  Sale  and  Annual  Appeal  raised 
£82  10s.  4d.,  compared  with  £ji  19s.  iod.  the  previous  year.  For 
several  years  past  a contribution  of  £50  has.  been  made  to  the 
Children’s  Holiday  Scheme  of  the  Standing  Conference  of  Surrey 
Tuberculosis  Care  Committees,  and  a similar  amount  was  given 
this  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  a balance  of  £88  19s.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  cleansing  of  cesspools  is 
carried  out  by  the  District  Council  in  all  parishes  in  the  District. 

Refuse  Collection. 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  fortnightly  in  all 
parishes  in  the  district.  Collection  of  trade  refuse  is  undertaken 
fortnightly  where  required,  upon  payment  of  ninepence  per  bin. 

Seven  refuse  collection  vehicles  are  used  for  this  purpose,  six 
of  which  are  petrol  driven  10  cubic  yard  side  loaders,  and  one’ is  a 
diesel  driven  20  cubic  yard  rear  loader. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  the  Local  Authority's 
tips  in  the  District.  Waste  paper  is  collected  in  trailers  attached  to 
the  refuse  lorries,  and  this  is  sorted  and  baled  at  the  depots. 
Cleansing  of  Pail  Closets. 

,The  undertake  Cleansing  of  pail  closets  in  Alfold, 

Chiddmgfold,  Dunsfold,  Elstead,  Frensham,  Hascorabe  , Witley 
and  parts  of  non-sewered  areas  of  Bramley  and  Cranleigh  The 
work  is  done  by  cesspool  emptiers  fitted  with  night  soil  equipment 

Cleansing  of  Cesspools. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  on  application  free  of  charge  if  re- 
quired once  in  every  quarter.  Seven  Dennis  (800  gallon)  emptiers 
are  used  for  this  work.  ^ 

The  sewage  removed  is  disposed  of  mainly  by  means  of  dis- 
tribution on  arable  lands  by  arrangement  with  farmers.  Some  is 
discharged  into  the  Council’s  sewers  at  Cranleigh.
